REMARKS. 


We feel it a privilege, as well as a duty, to tell you under 
what circumstances we found your bridges. Upon entering 
upon our duty, we examined the McGaw bridge, and found it 
extremely dangerous, and we were obliged to take down both 
butments and lay them over, hence the large outlay. The Rob- 
bins bridge was in bad condition, one butment was falling and 
had to be laid over, and this was true of the Gulf bridge, also. 

The tramps were a source of perplexity, and we were obliged 
to build a lockup. The first six months of the year they cost 
us about $43.00, and the last six months about $10.00. We 
built the lockup at Reed’s Ferry, where it could be sold for the 
most money, provided the town should want to do so.

REMARKS. 


Your Committee deem it proper to make some explanation of 
the manner in which they assumed the office of School Com- 
mittee. Our former Committee, Rev. Mr. Hubbard, positively 
declined to assume the duties and responsibilities of the schools, 
but would with pleasure’aid and assist the Committee, in visit- 
ing and reporting. Accordingly, Matthew P. Nichols and J. L. 
Spalding were appointed a Committee, and Rev. Mr. Hubbard 
was by them deputized to visit and report the schools in Dis- 
tricts No. 2, 3, 7, 8, 9, and 10; and Districts No. 1, 4, 5, 6, 11, 
and 12 were to be visited and reported by J. L. Spalding, Esq. 
Your Committee desire first to acknowledge the obligations they 
are under to the Rev. Mr. Hubbard for the interest he has man- 
ifested, and for the prompt and willing assistance he has ren- 
dered them in the discharge of their duties. 

The above is deemed sufficient explanation. 

The condition of the several schools in town is plainly indi- 
cated under the head of the several Districts, and the general 
prosperity and improvement is really encouraging. Our school 
exhibition at the Town Hall called together a large portion of 
our residents, who seemed to enter into the exercises of the oc- 
casion with much interest, and could they be continued might 
result in much good. While we would not hold out the induce- 
ment of dollars as a motive, we would instill into the minds of 
our children something of more value than gold. or silver —a 
good education; and by this we mean a knowledge of the com- 
mon branches which belong in our schools. It is in reading and 
spelling, in grammar and arithmetic that children ought to be. 
come proficient. _ 

There yet remains of the “Parker fund,” for prizes, twenty- 

C2 
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three dollars, which will be appropriated for prizes during the 
present year. It is suggested that they be given for excellence 
in Grammar, Geography and Arithmetic. 

We would suggest that the Summer and Fall terms commence 
sufficiently early to close, respectively, before the fourth of July 
and Thanksgiving: they make a break in school too serious to 
be remedied.
